The spectacle of 
China appealing to Russia and Japan 
to submit to the arbitrament of The 
Hague Tribunal the validity and

OME, Sept. 10.—Further slight earthquake shocks today caused 
additional terror among the inhabitants of Calabria. The dam- 
age, however, was insignificant, although the disturbances af- 
fected a more extended area, reaching Reggio and Naples. The ac- 
tivity of Mt. Vesuvius inereased, while the violent eruption of the 
ancient crater on the island of Stromboli is still in progress. 

The population appears to have been stupefied by the catas 
trophe. The greatest cantion is necesdary in the search for the vic- 
tims, as the walls are continually falling. Soldiers, citizens and doc- 
tors are working heroically, but they have to be frequently relieved 
because of nervous breakdowns, resulting frow the horrible sights en- 
countered by them. 

Along the Gulf of St. Bufamia, facing the Island of Stromboli, 
all the picturesque villages are totally ruined, and many of them 
may not be rebuilt, because the surviving inhabitants have resolved 
to emigrate to the United States.

These maidens, named De Fernig, the 
elder 16 and the younger 13 years of

for some time of their presence. It was 
at the moment when Brunswick and 
De Clairfayt had captured Longwy 
and Verdun and al!

Dumouries took advantage of the 
enthusiaem that these valorous and 
beautiful amazons aroused among his 
troops.

In 1812 a woman, young, very beauti- 
of brilliant coloring and refined 
habits, the Duchess de Reggio, wife of 
Marsha! Ovdinot Due de Reggio. in or 
der to reach hin undertook a journey 
across Europe in winter that would 
have taxed the endurance of a robust 
man. The Duke had left his wife at 
Bar-le-Duc, in Krance. with strict in- 
junctions not to leave the country. One 
day a bulletin of the Grande Armée 
announced that Marshal Oudinot, dan- 
grerovsiy wounded, had been brought to 
Wilns. The Duchess could not endure 
the tooemght that her husband should 
be suffering separated from her. Heed- 
less of the advice of her friends. she 
loaded a laege vehicle, drawn by six. 
horses, called a dormeuse, with boxes, 
bedding, provisions, medicines and sur- 
gical instruments, and embarking in it 
commenced the journey across central 
Europe. In her “Souvenirs,” published 
ten years ago, she relates the incidents 
of this memorable expedition. At Ber~« 
lin Marshal Augereau gave her favor- 
able news of Oudinot, but she pushed 
on, her life tmpertied by drunken pos- 
tillions and from attacks by wolves gal- 
loping on either side of the coach. At 
Koenigsberg Gen. Loison endeavored to 
deter her fram continuing the journey, 
eaying that Oudinot was no longer at 
Wilna that the orders of the Emperor 
were Imperative against women, joining 
their husbands. She gave no heed to 
thie advice. but pressed on through the 
bitterly cold weather, the ground cov- 
ered with the skeletons of horses ard 
innumereble cressee that marked the 
graves of French soldiers. 

A SAD JOURNEY. 

Ten leagtves from Wilna she was met 
by a horseman sent by Oudinot to say 
that he was almost recovered frarn his 
wounds and was expecting her. They 
passed a month together, when he re- 
turned to his command—only for a brief 
period. At the passage of the Beresina, 
OQudinot, after a beroid resistance, was 
iain dangerously wolmded and car- 
ried to Wilna. This time there was no 
possibility of his remaining there. At 
all cost he must return to France. This 
tragic journey the Duchess de Reggio 
deacribes in feeling words, Of the 
t¥enty culrassiers who composed the 
egecort some were quickly frozen to 
death, others deserted and the rest suc- 
cumbed to disease.

Maung Ah Jhye, the girl's lover, is 
the son of one of the richest rice mer- 
chants in Upper Burma, and has for 
over a year courted Maung Ohn Gine’s 
daughter, but the girl has steadily re- 
jected his suit. 

Following on a final rejection, Ah 
Jhye, who is extremely hot-tempered, 
told the gfri that he would kill her if 
she would not marry him, and would 
also ruin her father. 

This threat frightened the young 
woman, who went to the Shwe Dagon 
Pagoda, not to worship, but to take 
counsel from her uncle, who Is the head 
poong! (priest) of the Pagoda. 

As she was about to return home Ah 
Jhye met her outside the doors of the 
Pagola. Fiercely attacking the servants 
with a lathi, a thick stick studded with 
nails, he soon fought his way to their 
young mistress. 

Lifting her easily with one hand, he 
cleared a path with his stick to a car- 
riage he had in-waiting, and lightly 
springing into the vehicle, shouted to 
the driver to whip up fis horses.

Favor of Uniting 


City and County Officers and Prom- 
inent Business Men Decidedly in 


Governments—Now the Time. 


City and County 


OLLOWING close upon the heels of 
the determination of the city to 
acquire the waters of the Owens 
River and as a natural sequence comes 
& movement backed by many of the 
leading men of the city to consolidate 
the city and county governments. 

Some are in favor of taking in the 
entire county, while others think it 
would be advisable to take in but the 
thickly-settled portions. 

While there is some difference of 
opinion as to the best method of pro- 
cedure, there is little or no doubt as to 
the practicability of the general pro- 
ject. 

Some years ago an agitation for the 
consolidation of these governments 
was started and it made some headway. 
Now that the acquisition of a splendid 
new water supply is assured all of the 
old champions of the project have 
paign. 

Yesterday The Times interviewed a 
number of city and county officials and 
business men who have had large ex- 
perience with city affairs and are thor- 
oughly familiar with all of the condi- 
tions. Bveryone favored the project and 
all declared that it will be carried 
through successfully. 

Aside from the question 
amount of money to be sa 
mittedly great—and the great advan- 
tage which consolidation would bring 
to all persons transacting official busi- 
ness, there are these undeniable facts: 
Los Angeles will soon need more room; 
— neighbors right now need more 
water. 

That the surrounJing territory will 
gladly vote to consolidate with the city 
there is little doubt. 

Prominent city officials have said 
that the Council will do ifs part when 
the time comes. Representatives of the 
commercial bodies have said that they 
zone doubtiess indorse the consolida- 
tion. 

But the first definite step must needs 
be an enabling act by the State Legis- 
lature. Friends of the movement will 
work for Kk until the meeting of the ' 
Legislature and see that all possible 
preliminary steps are taken before that 
thme. This invelves a vast amount of 
labor and will require much time. 

In the opinion of all who discussed 
the subject the consolidation should, 
if possible, take place so that the an- 
nexed territory should help pay the 
cost of the building of the great con- 
duit. In order to do this, no time can 
be lost in getting the preliminaries un- 
der way. 

ENORMOUS BENDEFITS. 
“IT am heartily in favor of the con-

“I believe, however, that the consoll- 
dation should be carried through as 
a whole, and only suggest the annexa- 
tlon of neighboring cities in the be- 
ltef that if it cannot be done all at 
onee, this will at least be a step in the 
right direction. But it can be accum- 
plished. If the people want it, ani I 
believe they do, they will carry i 
through. They will find some way to 
work it owt. The benefits obtained 
from the joining of the two govern- 
ments will be enormous and will com- 
pletely overbalance any loss or dam- 
age which may come as a result to any 
individual of community.”

For sev- 
erai years past more or less develop- 
ment has been attempted on the prop- 
erty, but @ no avail, as scientific 
Knowledge was lacking in the opera- 
tions. Mr. Lamy studied the proposi- 
tion from 4 geological standpoint, and 
Gecided to make tests in the hope of 
striking the underground flow between 
two tmmenge dikes which had formed. 
The engineer now has a map, made be- 
fore any wells had been drilled, giving 
the approximate location of the exact 
spot where water should be found. 
It is curfous fact that a new map, 
Showing the true location of the five 
wells now if operation, tallies perfectly 
with the original. 

SETTLERS FLOCK IN. 

Pollowing the location of water, set- 
tiers have flocked to the townsite, and 
with the facilities now offered for gen- 
eral cultivation of the land the tract 
will likely prove of great commercial 
importance,to this county. The Santa 
Wé Railroad, impressed with the ad- 
vantage offerei by the water, has con- 
structed its line through the townsite. 

Lemola Improvement Company, 

which now owns the tract, was recently 
reorganized at San Francisco, capita!- 
ized at $500,000. The company has just 
received a substantial offer for the sale 
of the entire property to a group of 
capitalists, but no official action has as 
yet been taken.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA VETER- 
ANS HOLD SERVICES. 


Addresses and Roll Call With Muf- 
fied Drums Answering for the Ab- 
sent Mark Day’s Memorial Exer- 
cises of Encampment at Hunting- 
ton Beach. 


HUNTINGTON BEACH, Sept. 10.— 
“There is more before us than there’is 
behind us.” were the words of Chaplain 
O. McIntier to the soldiers of the 
Southern California Veteran Associa- 
tion. at their Memorial Day service. 

He chose for-his text, “Endure thou, 
therefore, bardness as a good soldier 
of Jesus Christ.” His theme wae the 
analogy of the soldier of the nation 
fighting for the right, and the soldier 
of Jesus Christ, and from this he drew 
many practical lessons. 

“Nothing should have precedence 
over patriotism and loyalty to his su- 
perior ‘officers in the make-up of «4 
good soldier. It was @ little dificult 
for me, as well as for you, to give 
away our independence when we swore 
that we would be obedient to euperior 
officers, but your patriotism brought 
to your mind the duty of loyaitv and 
obedience. 

‘Ty do not hold a man who was an 
officer in the army to have been be- 
cause of his position greater than his 
comrades. The humble ¢oldier, doing 
his duty in the ranks, is as honorable 
eas the man at the head of a brigade. 
Every man who enlisted, served and 
retired, having done his du‘ should 
feel he was and is as good as any man. 

“The spirit of obedience often calis 
for disagreeable things. There comes 
io me this thought, Ural in surrender- 
ing biessing, something thad we love, 
it i often for something better, for 
some higher mark of confidence from 
the government 

“At first I didn't like the fee) of the 
cavalry uniform. Didn't like the yel- 
low stripes on it, and a few of ue got 
together and cut them off. We were 
brought up standing at the next dress 
parade, and were ordered to put back 
the stripes we had tried to lose. Then 
I didn’t like the bumps on the belt. I 
couldn't lay down in them, but after 
awhile I was used to them. And I 
miseed all my discomforts when we 
were discharged. 

“There was the hardness of enlist- 
ment that we endured, the hardness of 
separation, end there was the hard- 
ness of discharge. I do not look upon 
the services of the soldier in the field 
as being very hard to bear, as martial 
music helped me a great deal. If I 


could forget that ‘Johnny’ was march- 


ing a me, all 1 wanted was my erms

“I had a horse that would fot re- 
treat. And @ men ought to get seated 
on a pian of life that will not retreat. 
If he is weak, lei him get hold of some 
Great truth; get astride a great power 
that wil! carry him forward. 

“Then there was the hardness of dis- 
charge. Not every man that heard 
them sing ‘When Johnny Comes 
Marching Home’ was filied with the joy 
of life. it was hard for whe soldier to 
get out of the whirl and swirl of camp 
life and settle down. And eome of 
them, when they settied down, settled 
away down, and they cannot seem to 
get hold of life. 

“The hardness of discharge must be 
faced in life. When our plans g0 
wrong and our way of iife is upset, we 
enust not sit down and moen the rest 
of our years. Rouse up, comrades, 
there is no discharge in this war until 
your lives are ended. 

“The man who had in him the stuff 
to make a patriotic soldier should have 
enough ginger ‘eft after his term of 
service to never surrender; to keep bis 
hold on life. It may be we cannot do 
the things we most jong for in life. We 
must do the necessary thing. We 
may live the life that ie before us 
with the cheerfulness of the good ¢eol- 
dier, who obeys orders. You may grow 
more lonely as the years go by, be 
thrown tore end more on your own 
resources, but you must find employ- 
ment for mind and heart. You must 
become thinkers and keep up the hab- 
its of earlier life.” 

There was a long roll called by Com- 
rade ©. P. Wilson, to whom fell the 
duty of calling the names of the “ab- 
sent comrades.” There were seventy- 


four veterans, who have died since the 


laat encampment, and the long roll beat 
sounded for the dead of each G.A.R.

IERCE CHASE

Paxton, Would-be Road Agent, 
Leads Sheriff's Men on a Hot and 
Fruitiess Trail—Outlook Dark for 
Companions of Young Man Siain in 
the Mountains.

Ward again picked him 
up at Arcadia, but the capture of an- 
other fugitive from here, ae badly 
wanted as Paxton, forced the officer to 
re abandon the chase for the 

titer. 

Under Sheriff McNabb took a whirl 
at the thief, and traced Paxton from 
Arcadia to a cafion above Altadena, 
and from there into the San Fernando 
Valiey, where the horse he had secured 
from hére was found, a rancher having 
bought the anima) for $100. From the 
Southern Pacific agen: it was learned 
that Paxton had bought a ticket for 
Los Angeles, and had inquired about 
rates to Bakersfield and Mojave.

LOOKS DARK FOR THEM. | 


Coroner Pittman has set Tuesday 
afternoon as the date for holding the 
inquest over the reenaine of Ernest 
Romo, who was mysteriously killed 
Wednesday night on the mountains by 
being shot through the back of the 
neck. The investigations of the Sheriff 
make it look dark for the three men 
held in jail here on suspicion, though 
Fred Eldridge, who is supposed to 
know @ great dea) more about the kill- 
ing than ne ts willing to admit, seeme 
to be the leaet concerned as to the 
outcome of the investigations. 

It has been determined that Romo 
was killed while seated on a bench at 
Van Ness Springs, and that he must 
have remained on the bench a conshi- 
erable time afier the shooting. His 
relatives siate that when he went up 
the mountains the day before, he had 
more than $80 with him. and eyvewlt- 
nessee testify to having seen Eldridge 
give hie $25 a short time’ before the 
shooting. after the two had quarreled 
bitterly over their money affairs. Yet 
when the Coroner took possession of 
the body only $14 was found. 

The mystegious disappearance of the 
money, and the fact thai Eldridge and 
Romo had quarreled, seems to the of- 
ficers to furnish a motive for the kill- 
Ing. The Sheriff hae considerab'e evi- 
dence of a damaging nature in sup t 
of this motfve, which will be made pu 
lie at the inquest.

SANTA MARIA, Sept. 9.—Since the 
Pacific Coast Oj] Company, better 
known as the Standard commence! its 


pipe line from Port Harford to the San-

not in perfect harmony with the orig- 
inal plans of the above named monop- 
oly. Seventy-five thousand barrels a 
month, or 2500 barrels daily, is a very 


small oil contract on which to build a 


pipe line, yet that seems to be all that 
the Pacific Coast Oj] Company com- 


mands, or is likely to, out of the Santa 


Maria field for some time to came. 
Outside of the companies dominated 


by the Union, there are but four Santa 


Maria companies producing any consid-

Favored with a brisk, but not over 

boisterous breeze which was a welcome 
relief from the dog calms of San Diego, 
South Coasters turned out in force yes- 
terday afternoon for the Commodore's 
Cup competition in which all the big 
craft were expected to start.
